A  Relic  of  the  Last  Century. 

The  Bloomfield  Bible  has  reappeared. 
It  has  been  safely  kept  wrapped  in 
papers,. and  is  almost  as  clean  as  new. 

This  is  the  Bible  presented  to  the  old, 
church  by  Mrs.  General  Bloomfield  after 
the  town  was  named  for  her  husband. 
The  name  *  ‘  Bloomfield  ’’  was  taken  by  the 
town  in  1796,  as  the  marble  tablet  over  the 
church  door  indicates.  The  next  year, 
1797,  General  Bloomfield— afterwards 
Governor  of  the  State  for  some  ten  years 
— visited  the  place,  escorted  from  Orange 
by  a  troop  of  cavalry.  He  was  received 
with  every  circumstance  of  hospitality 
and  dignity  by  the  citizens.  One  circum¬ 
stance  was  a  body  of  white-robed  young 
htdy  dingers.  General  Bloomfield  made 
a  contribution  to  the  projected  church, 
and  Mrs.  Bloomfield  gave  a  pulpit  Bible. 
As  the  church  was  not  ready  for  occupa¬ 
tion,  the  Bible  was  placed  in  the  hands 
of  Miss  Phebe  Pierson,  the  “  head 
singer.” 

Thefe  is  material  enough  in  the  inci 
dents  of  the  time  for  the  plot  of  a  ro¬ 
mance.  The  stories  of  the  Deacon  and 
his  time,  of  the  services  of  the  other  dea 
con's  son  in  procuring  the  elegant  dress 
of  a  New  York  dame  for  pulpit  uphols 
tery,  of  the  banquet  on  the  top  of  the 
church  walls,  of  the  early  sermon  read¬ 
ing  and  preaching  of  Deacon -Captain  - 
Esquire  Isaac  Dodd’s  son,  of  the  marriage 
of  this  son,  Stephen,  to  the  “  head 
singer,”  Phebe,  and  of  their  happy  life 
forever  afterwards,  well  mixed  with  Hop- 
kinsianism,  patriotism,  and  education, 
would  make  a  tale  equal  to  that  of  many 
a  fiction. 

The  Bible  passed  out  of  pulpit  service, 
we  are  told,  on  the  occasion  of  repairs  or 
changes  in  the  church.  It  caine  into  the 
hands,  first,  probably,  of  Israel  Crane, 
and  then  of  his  daughter,  Miss  Mary 
Crane,  by  whom  it  has  been  safely  pre¬ 
served  throughout  her  life.  On  her  de 
cease  it  now  returns  to  the  custody  of 
the  church. 

The  edition  was  printed  in  Trenton  in 
1791,  and  contains  the  Apochrypha,  a 
Concordance,  an  Tudex,  and  Practical 
Observations.  “Jh.  Bloomfield”  and 
Mary  Bloomfield  ”  are  stamped  on  the 
title  pages  of  the  two  testaments.
